Background: the terms of the City/Agency Loan are as
specified in the Settlement Agreement by and between the City, the Successor Agency, the State
Department of Finance and the State Controller's Office. Copies of the Settlement Agreement were
previously provided to the Department. Amounts that were shown as due in ROPS 2017-18 and prior
ROPS included the amounts that are provided for in the Settlement Agreement as the Past Due
Balance of $5,759,804, plus the $819,574 regular semi-annual payments, less the amounts that were
estimated to have already been paid in prior ROPS.
